He indicated 
tiiat your concern for proper security classification 
is valid because of certain gray areas and suggests 
a command decision is required. 


2. The Navy classified this presentation as 
SECRET and the summary reflected this. However, 
as we both know from our military experience, the 
Services tend to view differently the problem of 
security classification which they may give greater 
or less emid^asis depending on indivldiial considera- 
tions. 


3. My recommendation is to classify this docu- 
ment as TOP SECRET because of the operational and 
special type information contained in sections such 
as the following: Page 7-Para 7, 8,9} Page lO-Para

Page 18-Para 15; and Page I9-Para 17.
